In place of about 
l.jQ recruits each of the new posts will 
have a permanent garrison of about IJOU 
men, aud in the case of two of them, at 
least, the rank of commanding otticer 
will be raised from lieutenant euinni'l t(j 
full colonel.

From the lioer settlements along the 
Letalia river come reports ot sevef 
fighting between isolated parties of re 
treatmg Huevs and the Katllrs who ari' 
burning the H".cr homesteads all along 
the river The Boers are fleeiiig before 
tlie Kallir advance, taking with them 
all their ptirlable property, Init large 
(luautities of prov'sions a:id cattle have 
necessarily fallen Into the hands of the 
Kattirs. The hitt r bavin;; miirdeced a 
niimbi'r of Huers .nid th' ir wives and 
children, and the liorcest feellugs of tlu- 
Boers have been arOOSed agolnst the re- 
bel li'Uis natives. 

In the Zouthpaiisberger distrut 
devilish outrages have l>eeii comiii'.tted, 
and large numbers of women and chil- 
dren have been killed and a large 
amount of proi)erty destroyed. 

In all the disturbed districts the mail 
and p.issenger coaches have been 
,>-top]i"(l, pa.sseuger8 killed and the 
coaches looted ud destnqred and tho 
mules stfilen. 

The MuR'hison road is entirely closed. 
The Kattirs are re])orted to have erected 
a strong barricade acro.ss it at a point 
where it passes between two hills, aud 
they ore said to have prepared to de- 
fend tliis point vigorously. 

The government is reinforcing its 
column of troops as rapidly as poiwible, 
and it is expected that an advahce in 
force will soon be made upon the 
Kaflbs.

navy, as iu>w authorized, will cost. 

A subjoined statemeut shows that of 
tho appropriations made at this session, 
i|<)o,44l were required under laws 
passed during the Fifty- first congress. 
That only 184,574,101 were appropriated 
by tho flrst si>ssiou of the Fifty-first con- 
gress under those laws, that of the ap- 
propriatious duringthe :two sessions 
of the last congress 1175,786,618 were 
the result of those laws, and that only 
$187,809,111 were appropriated at hatti 
seasions ot the Fif ^-flrst oongress an- 
dar those l«ws, which it passed entail* 
ing such enormous obligations upon its 
successors. 

During the present sess i o n of oongreai 
the salane<* list of the govenunani has 
been reduced by more than 600 in nam- 
bttr aud over |700,000 in actual coot, and 
more salaries have bean rednoedtaan 
increased.

"Otu- of the results of taking the Sen- 
ate hill in prefiTence to no hill," say^' tin- 
Courier-Journal, "1« that we Imve the in- 
come tax adfivlto oarsvitem of taxation. 
It is \\<<t likc'y ihiit si>mo <<{ the I)t>iii- 
ocratic .SeiiHtors who iseued tlie ultima- 
tum of 'the Senate bill or no bill' had 
tliia in miml mil ^icictly i)n'ff>rrt>il no 
bill at all, as tlie only way ol eticaiiiii 
the income, tax. 

"Tho l)enio< rntic party has taken a 
pronounced step in levying thia tax 
There is no doubt that it will prove very 
tinpopular in eome 'States. There is as 
little douht that it will be immensely 
popular in ujo8t States. It may lusc thf 
Democracy some votes in New York, New 
Jersey and Connectirnt, bat this is as 
l^iood a time a"! any t'l liavi' it out. There 
may be efforts to rei>eal it, but it is more 
than likely that the experiment will end 
in thi- ailoption of tiie income tax as a 
permanent part of our system of tax- 
ation. 

"This is one part of the poppion'fi work 
about which the Democratic party huf 
no reason to be ashametl.
